JEFFERSON CITY 
(AP) - Missouri’s state 
government entered the new fiscal year today on 
shaky financial footing. 
When general revenue collections for the 1969-70 
year were totaled Tuesday, the total was $970,998 
short of the predicted amount of $613,376,618. 
Sales tax collections were down about $5.3 
million 
to 
$344,822,404 
but the 
income 
tax 
produced about $3.2 million more than the expected 
$171,470,257. 
Another $15 million is expected to be available by 
the end of July when state agencies turn back money 
they did not spend in the fiscal year. That’s about $3 
million less than a year ago. 
The cigarette tax produced $47-plus million, 
about $2 million less than expected. All of it is 
earmarked for state aid to public schools.

CHICAGO — One hundred 
and ninety-four years ago 56 
men literally risked a noose 
around their necks to sign a

document, the Declaration of 
Independence.

Adams as signers, but who were 
the other colonial patriots who 
committed this rash act? And 
what happened to them? 
Were the typical stereotyped 
revloutionaries.

signer 
would, incongruously, resemble

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Japan, Too, Had Its 


Rebel Teachers 
A 
n y

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
Years ago in prewar Japan this reporter watched the 
growth in political influence of a group of young university 
professors whose nam es never appeared in the press. 
Some one am ong them had calculated that the way to 
exercise power was to get into a position to influence the 
minds of the young men who would som eday rise to power. 
In the early 1930s in Japan, the men who becam e the 
rulers in government and alm ost all other walks of life 
graduated from a handful of key departm ents in a small 
number of prestigious schools. (Usually, it was the depart­ 
ment of law ) So these young men deliberately infiltrated 
where it counted And to som e extent they were success­ 
ful. 
These men had influence and therefore power. But they 
were not responsible to anyone. And power without re­ 
sponsibility is dangerous—as the Japanese learned. 
Now from talks with friends who are administrators in 
A m erican colleges, from a study of the relationships of 
som e teachers with student confrontations at an assort­ 
ment of schools and from conversations with college teach­ 
ers at national m eetings, it would seem that in the United 
States today we have a condition that in som e ways par­ 
allels Japan's prewar experience. 
That is. we have a certain number of teachers in univer­ 
sities who whip their students on to action on their own 
fantasies, using the prestige of their positions to drive 
som e of their students into one m ovem ent or another, 
som etim es of the most destructive sort. 
They egg on these students to do things they would not 
stand out and openly do them selves. 
We are not here talking about an open discussion of the 
facts on both sides of an issue, however unpalatable they 
m av be. We are talking of men and women who in private 
conversations say that teachers must be propagandists 
lor a cause but who hide behind their students and the ivy 
on the college walls. 
Here again we have the sm all beginnings of political 
power, but without responsibility. 
The president of the United States has power. So does a 
governor or a mayor. But they can be called to account. 
But what control is there over a college teacher, espe­ 
cially after he acquires tenure’’ 
The facultv. the students and most of the public believes 
(and righ tly» that intellectual and academ ic freedom are 
precious things. 
This column is not directed at a particular philosophy 
or propaganda line. This reporter sees no m aster plot di­ 
rected by a foreign government or secret society. He sees 
no sinister genius directing and guiding these teachers. 
And he sees no evidence that the number of teachers in­ 
volved is more than a sm all minority. Most teachers this 
reporter has met today, as in the past, are able and dedi­ 
cated men with a reverence for facts. 
But it is impossible for this reporter to forget Japan’s

invest in the region. It was a 
king, slow process, b u t in the 
1940s the S outh began to surge 
ahead. The quality of its state 
g o v e r n m e n t 
i m p r o v e d 
dram atically, and the Southern 
states, with their strengthened 


econom ies, started to devote a

revenues 
to 
education,

higher. The vexing 
problem of freight rates, which 
retarded com m erce, was eased.

The 1900 Olympic Game* in 
Paris were a crude spectacle. 
They had been revived only four 
years 
earlier 
after 
fifteen 
centuries of dormancy, and they 
suffered 
from disorganization. 
C o n fu sio n 
and 
c o n flict 
dominated the program, but the 
Games 
did 
provide 
the 
opportunity for Ray C. Ewry to 
begin an incredible string of 
Olympic victories. 
The amazing athlete was a 
wheelchair invalid as a child, and 
it was said that he probably 
would never walk. The young 
Ewry disagreed with the doctor's 
co n clu sio n , 
how ever. 
He 
established an exercise program 
for 
himself 
and 
doggedly 
adhered to it. After years of 
determined effort he was able to 
walk, and then began jumping 
exercises to further develop his 
legs. 
By the time he enrolled at 
Purdue 
University 
he 
had 
acquired tremendous power and 
coordination in hta calves and 
thighs. In track and field Ewry 
discovered that he was almost 
unbeatable 
in 
the 
jumping 
events. He specialized in the 
standing jumps which has since 
been dropped from track and 
field competition. 
Early in July, 1900, athletes 
fro m 
t h ir t e e n 
n ation * 
congregated in Paris, including 
Ewry and 54 others from the 
United States. There was no 
official U.S. team, however. The 
athletes were either sponsored 
by a college or athletic club or 
paid 
their 
own 
way. 
Ewry 
represented 
the 
New 
York 
Athletic Club. 
The athletes had hardly time 
to 
unpack 
before 
a 
major 
dispute arose. French officials 
had scheduled the opening for a 
Sunday, and this disregard for 
the 
Sabbath 
angered 
the 
Americans. The officials catered 
to Yankee demands at first, but 
then 
reversed 
their position. 
There would be competition on 
Sunday, like it or not. .As a 
result, several of Uie U.S. group 
refused to participate. 
The miserable conditions of 
the 
field 
added 
to 
the 
discontent. Thery was no cinder 
track for the runners, no pits for 
the jumpers. All events were 
held on a wet, uneven turf. The 
disgruntled Americans in their 
tacky 
uniforms 
and 
shoddy 
equipment made the setting even 
more bizarre. 
To 
shockingly 
climax 
an 
already extraordinary situation, 
many 
A m erican 
ath letes 
discovered for the first time, 
upon receiving their winner’s 
m edais, 
that 
they 
were 
competing 
in 
the 
Olympic 
Games. They had assumed that 
it was merely an international 
championship meet. 
Although the Games evolved 
into an impromptu comedy, the 
outcome was an obvious tragedy 
for everyone except the United 


, ^ - 


States. Americans won 17 of the 
22 events on the program. Three 
of the Yankee gold medals were 
claimed by the man who had 
literally 
jumped 
out 
of 
his 
wheelchair. 
The 27- year- old Ewry won 
the standing high jump with a 
world record leap of 5’5'\ It was 
only 9 4/5" short of the beat 
height achieved in the running 
high jump in Pari*. The former 
invalid followed up with a first 
place 
in 
the 
standing 
broad 
jump. 
He then 
bettered 
the 
record in the difficult standing 
hop, step and jump by 10 1/4" 
with a distance of 34’8‘V ’. 
It was a peerless exhibition 
of jumping, but it was only the 
beginning for Ewry. In the 1904

Louis 
he 
repeated with gold medals in the

Nixon Aides Goad 


Hickel to Resign

WASHINGTON (NEAI 
Despite denials on all sides, there is very strong pros­ 
pect that Secretary of Interior W alter Hickel will resign 
his post within a m atter of weeks or, at most, a few 
months. 
The alternative published indication that he m ight be 
tired by President Nixon seem s quite unlikely. One know­ 
ing source puts it this way : 
"The President won’t be caught firing him 
What will 
happen is that people in the White House will keep trying 
to irritate Hickel to get him to quit . . . 
"I think finally they’ll get him m ad enough so he will. 
But he won’t go quietly. H e’ll denounce the whole pack." 
The evidence suggests that White House officials arc 
doing a pretty gooa job of prodding Hickel with irritants. 
The President and his aides can argue that the secretary 
has not done badly, on his part, in stirring White House 
anger. 
H ickel’s fam ous letter to Nixon dealing with the prob­ 
lem s of A m erica’s young people w as not the first sore 
spot. T hat w as the attention-getter, of course. And at 
length, it brought the two men to a private m eeting on May 
28. w herein the President, not uncharacteristically, failed 
to mention the letter at all. 
Some of those who have had m any audiences with the 
P resident say he commonly avoids discussing any contro­ 
versy th at m ight be raging around a m an's head, if he hap­ 
pens to see the fellow in w hat m ight be term ed "m idcon­ 
flict." Such discussions seem to em barrass Nixon. 
In H ickel’s case, his outspoken, free-wheeling w estern 
style had raised White House hackles well before the letter 
issue. He kept trying to run the Interior D epartm ent as if 
he had som e real authority and did not have to check in at 
1600 Pennsylvania Ave. on every move. 
He called a conference on energy and its uses, which 
irked presidential advisers involved in plans to wipe out 
the Atomic Energy Commission and create a new agency 
em bracing all kinds of basic energy. 
Hickel also got personally involved with some young 
people in their enthusiastic endeavors to “protect the en­ 
vironm ent” against pollutants. 
R eporters’ private conversations with the secretary 
m ade it plain he saw his departm ent swinging heavily into 
environm ental control—as a vital accom panim ent of all 
future developm ent of the nation’s resources of w ater, oil, 
the hard m inerals, etc. 
The Hickel who had at the outset of his appointm ent been 
assailed as a rich Alaska exploiter began to seem a distant 
figure. If he was telling it true, his own original notion of 
the Interior D epartm ent as purely a development agency 
w as banished from mind. 
Yet, little by little, he found his new dream of converting 
the departm ent to a m ore broadly rooted agency dashed. 
Money for Interior is down. The White House has set up its 
own Council on Environm ental Quality. The clear intent is 
to cut the gizzard out of Interior’s role in environm ental 
control just when it is developing to real proportions.
